Claims 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 

to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 5-6 claim parts of the human body, i.e. a vein 

segment and a plurality of patient cells, because the claims positively recite a part of the 

human body, it is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Also the claims recite a 

positive connection to the body, a magnet mounted on top of said severed spine area 

and said vein segment; and magnet is mounted in a chip mounted on said vein 

segment, language such as "adapted to be mounted" should be used. 

2. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Halpern is cited to further show the state of the art.
